Administration from eorruptlOD. to restore 
economy, to revive respect lor law, and to re- 
duce taxaUon to tho lowest limit consistent 
with duo rfiirurd to the preservation of the 
fatvh of tho Nation to Its eretlltoi'S and pen- 
gloners. 
Knowing full well, however, that legislation 


affecting the ocenpations of the people should 
he eftutlous and conservative in method, not 
in advance of public opinion, but responsive 
to its uumands, tho Democratic
